Traffic Director Is Ready 
to Revoke Licenses of 
Arrogant Drivers. 


SUSPENSION IS SURE 
REMEDY, HE BELIEVES 


Holds Safe and Speedy Traffic 
Impossible With Motor- 
ists Above Law. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 

If suspension or revocation of op- 
erator’s permits is the remedy for a 
number of Washington's traffic ills, as 
many believe it to be, Traffic Director 
William Harland stands ready to take 
away the permits of those whose driv- 
ing conduct stamps them as unfit, pro- 
vided they are apprehended and 
brought before him. 

Further than this, the traffic direc- 
tor concurs in the belief that permit 
suspension is a drastic punishment 
that will bring the arrogang driver 
within the law, and revocation the 
method by which the ignorant can be 
eliminated from the traffic picture. 

Suspension of an individual’s right 
to drive an automobile, however harsh 
it may ‘seem, is an entirely logical 
process after the individual has demon- 
strated his unwillingness to abide by 
the traffic regulations or his mental 
unfitness to understand the letter and 
the purpose of the code, Mr. Harland 
is convinced, 

The safety of other street users im- 
poses a demand that such a penalty 
be imposed on a wholesale scale when 
the motor vehicle operators of this type 
reach proportions that they create gen- 
eral chaos and confusion, he declares. 

Arrests Are Difficult. 

Apprehension of the arrogant and 
ignorant driver, however, is a difficult 
task, one that the traffic director 
agrees calls for tireless watchfulness 
on the part of every one charged with 
enforcement of the traffic regulations. 

The traffic director is convinced that 
the local code is adequate to meet the 
conditions that have brought demands 
for drastic steps to curtail the terrorist 
practices of certain elements. 
Fashioned closely along the lines of 
the model municipal traffic ordinance 
proposed: for adoption by every municli- 
pality throughout the country, the 
local regulations must be recognized as 
conforming with what the best traffic 
minds regard as the ideal, under pres- 
ent conditions. 

Such a code, he says, is built up of 
those elements that provide the means 
of moving traffic safely and smoothly 

If violations of the regulations occur 
—intentional or ignorant violations—he 
believes the punitive provisions of the 
code, including suspension or revoca- 
tion of permits, should be rigorously 
and quickly applied. 

Director Harland’s Views. 

“Numerous violations, however, that 
are to be laid to ignorance of the regu- 
lations do not indicate mental unfitness 
on the part of the culprit,” says Mr. 
Harland. “There undoubtedly are 
many well-meaning, intelligent, long- 
experienced drivers who commit of- 
fenses against traffic safety merely ‘e- 
cause they do not know the traffic 
regulations. Veterans, many of them, 
they are driving under many illusions 
as to the present code. 

“Apprehension of this type of driver, 
bringing him into the traffic office for 
a test of his knowledge of the present 
code, and suspending his permit until 
he learned the rules of driving in 
Washington, would provide an excellent 
means of stimulating him toward 
bringing himself up to date. 

“I am convinced that there are a 
number of motorists who are the vic- 
timg of mental lethargy rather than

State Republican Convention 
Names W. H. Wattis, of 


Ogden, for Governor. 

Ogden, Utah, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Ernest 
Bamberger, of Salt Lake City, was 
nominated for United States senator 
at the State Republican nominating 
convention here this afternoon. Mr. 
Bamberger is a former national Re- 
publican committeeman. 

Bamberger polled 525% votes. J. 
Reuben Clark, special counsel for Am- 
bassador Dwight W. Morrow in the 
Mexican oil controversy, received 319 
votes, and Philo T, Farnsworth, Salt 
Lake attorney, 364%. A motion making 
the nomination of Bamberger unanl- 
mous was indorsed by the convention

for governor. He received 548 5-6 on 4& 
second ballot. W. W. Seegmiller polled 
1985 votes; P. E. Crockett, 1244; M. A.

The nomination was 
made unanimous by action of the dele- 
gates.

Rome, Aug. 16.—Ambassador Dwight 
W. Morrow, who ts designated as an 
agent of the Morgan banking interests, 
which control Mexican oll wells, is de- 
clared responsible for the campaign to 
keep President Plutarco Elias Calles in 
power in Mexico by the Osservatore Ro- 
mano, the semiofficial Vatican organ, 
tonight. 

For two or three weeks Osservatore 
Romano has been printing columns 
with big headlines giving an interpre- 
tation of all the circumstances which 
preceded, accompanied and followed the 
murder of President-elect Alvaro Obre- 
gon on July 17 tending to indicate the 
¢omplicity of President Calles and his 
friends in the assassination and dis- 
proving that arrested Catholic priests 
had anything to do with the murder, 

The sphere of Osservatore Romano's 
indignation has now enlarged to in- 
clude the Ambassador of the United 
States to Mexico, who is charged by the 
Vatican organ with persuading Presi- 
dent Calles to remain president for an- 
other term. 

Gen. Obregon had scarcely fallen, 
says Osservatore Romano, when the 
campaign started to propagate the idea 
that President Calles must remain pres- 
ident as a special measure. Washing- 
ton proclaimed that President Calles 
was necessary, adds the Vatican paper, 
which then decsares that an agent of 
President Calles secretly went around 
in opposition circles trying to divide 
the Obregonistas, Agrarians and Labor- 
ites.

A revolver bullet had passed through 
her jaw, but the wound was not suf- 
ficien’ to have caused unconsciousness 
or death, Dr. C. R. Pettibone, .the 
physician, said he offered the opinion 
that she had been shot, then soaked 
with gasoline and burned alive. 

Francisco’s body was found propped 
in the rear seat of an abandoned auto- 
mobile, partly hidden by the tall corn 
in a field. There were 47 bullet holes 
in the machine, which was identified as 
the one in which the bank robbers 
made their escape. 

The body was taken to a morgue, 
where Francisco’s parents identified it. 
Officers wondered why the Franciscos 
came so promptly to view the body, 


whereupon the dead man’s father, An- 
thony Francisco, explained. 

Angelo, the father said, had been 
making his home with a woman whose 
name was given to the police. This 
woman, he said, telephoned the elder 
Francisco late yesterday, suggesting 
that he look at the body of the man 
found in the automobile, in the belief 
that it might be Angelo. Police believe 
the woman knew about the plot to rob 
the bank, and feared to attempt Fran- 
cisco’s identification herself.

RACE IS CLOSER IN QHIO 


Columbus. Ohio, Aug. 16 (A.P.).— 
Graham P. Hunt, of Cincinnati, tonight 
swung back into the lead over Senator 
Cyrus Locher, of Cleveland, gor the 
Democratic short-term senatorial noml- 
nation because of a second mistake dis- 
covered today by county election boards 
in figures previously reported. 

The Allen County Election Board to- 
night announced an official count of 
Hunt, 1,067; Locher, 1,989, as against 
an unofficial total reported yesterday of 
547 for Hunt and 1,990 for Locher. On 
the basis of the new unofficial total, 
Hunt now leads his opponent by 445 
votes, the revised total being Hunt, 
93,469; Locher, 93,024. 

Hunt, who had been indicated as 
the winner by an approximate majority 
of more than 10,000 votes on almost 
complete unofficial returns tabulated 
by the Associated Press, saw that lead 
virtually wiped out when election offi- 
cials in Cuyahoga County (Cleveland) 
discovered an error of 10,000 in Hunt's 
vote whereby he had been credited with 
that many votes more than he actually 
received.

This afternoon, however, the waters of 
the swollen creeks in that section had 
receded so that highway communica- 
tion was restored. 

Rutherfordton is cut off from high- 
way communication in almost every di- 
rection. Reports reaching that place 
from Lake Lure said that the big dam 
holding back mountain waters to form 
a pleasure and power lake was leaking 
badly. Water, it was said, had seeped

Duke Dam Is Overfiowing. 


The great dam of the Duke Power 
Co. at Bridgewater, which holds back 
the headwaters of the Catawba River, 
is reported overflowing for the first 
time since it was built. Other dams 
of the power company at intervals 
along the Catawba are overflowing. At 
Mountain Island, nine miles from 
Charlotte, all flood gates have been 
opened and every generator in the 
plant is working.

The United States will not recognize 
any interpretation which the League of 
Nations may give or attempt to give of 
the Monroe Doctrine as a result of Costa 
Rica’s request that this doctrine be de- 
fined and interpreted by the league. 
Under article 2) of the league covenant, 
the Monroe Doctrine is rought within 
the scope i the league’s activities in 
the following language: 

“Nothing in this covenant shall be 
deemed to affect the validity of inter- 
petional engagements, such as treaties 
of arbitration or regional understand- 
ings like the Monroe Doctrine, for se- 
curing the maintenance of peace.” 

If the United States had become a 
member of the league the Monroe Doc- 
trine would have been given a definite 
status in international law and ques- 
tions involving the doctrine might from 
time to time have been discussed and 
decided bv the: league members. 

But as the United States has not 
joinea the league the Monroe Doctrine 
remains an essentially American doc- 
trine, subject tc interpretation at any 
time by the Government of the United 
States, but never subject to interna- 
tional interpretation excepting in an 
academic way 


Other Nations Ignored.

In other words, the Monroe Doctrine | 


is never affected by what other nations 
think of it and is alw ve affected by 
the interpretation which the United 
States places upon It. 

The effectiveness of the Monroe Doc- 
trine has always been directly based on 
the traditional readiness of the United 
States to resort at any time to war 
rather than permit this doctrine of 
self-defense to be ch. lenged. 

The Monroe Doctrine is recognized 
by all American statesmen as an ex- 
clusive policy of the Unitd States de- 
signed and interpreted for tts own de- 
fense. Its meaning and scope have from

NEW COLOR PROCESS 
FOR FILMS EXHIBITED 


Multitoned Disc Is Employed 
With Usual Equipment; 


Wide Use Foreseen. 


Newark, N. J., Aug. 16 (A.P.).—A new 
process of color photography, which ts 
expected to make possible the adapta- 
tion on a large scale of motion pictures 
in color, was demonstrated here today. 
The process was perfected by Thomas

Violation by League. 


In outlining the Monroe Doctrine 
before the American Bar Association 
at Minneapolis some time ago, Mr. 
Hughes said: 

“As the policy embodied in the Mon- 
roe Doctrine is distinctively the policy 
of the United States, the Government 
of the United States reserves to itself 
its definition, interpretation and appli- 
cation. This Government has welcomed 
recognition by other governments of the 
fact and soundness of this policy and 
of the appropriateness of its applica- 
tion from time to time. Great powers 
have signified their acqutescence in it. 
But the United States has not been 
disposed to enter into engagements 
which would have the effect ot submit- 
ting to any other power or to any con- 
cert of powers the determination either 
of the occasions upon which the prin- 
c‘ples of the Monroe Doctrine shall be 
invoked or of the measures that shall 
be taken in giving it effect.” 

Any attempt of the ieague to inter- 
pret the Monroe Doctrine would be di- 
rectly violative of this principle as an- 
nounced by Mr. Hughes excepting on 
the theory that no interpretation by 
the league would be considered at all 
in connection with this distinctly 
American policy.

TO MAKE SPEECH THERE 


Stanford University, Calif.. Aug. 16 
(A.P.).—With the echoes of the event 
for which he came West fast dying 
away, Herbert Hoover tonight bade his 
Palo Alto neighbors good-by and turned 
eastward to launch his active — 
for the Presidency. 

As the last reminders of his accept- 
ance speech came in the _ form of 


commendatory telegrams and letters, 
the candidate completed work on the 
address he will make next week at his 
birthplace in West Branch, Iowa. 

This speech will mark his first de- 
tailed discussion of some of the issues 
touched upon in his acceptance ad- 
dress and definitely will launch his 
drive upon the political ramparts sur- 
rounding the White House. . 

As he turned his back upon the cool, 
quiet home on San Juan Hill from 
which he has carried on his work for 
the last month, the Republican candl- 
date awaited friendly receptions that 
have been arranged for him in several 
southern California cities and in his 
native State. 


May Discuss Boulder Dam. 


He will make seven stops before his 
train passes over the Eastern California 
border into Arizona, and at Los Ange- 
les will leave the train to make a brief 
address in which he its expected to dis- 
cuss the Boulder Canyon power, flood 
control and irrigation project.

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Candidate Obedient to Church 
Law, Public Affairs 
Institute Is Told. 


HELD POLITICAL REALIST 


Charlottesville, Va. Aug. 16.—(A.P.) 
—Introduction of religion into the dis- 
cussion of professionalism and _ the 


press at a round table of the Institute 
of Public Affairs at the University of 
Virginia this afternoon threw the 
meeting into a turmoll for a_ while 
with a number of speakers trying to 
get the floor. 

The speech of Dr. Albert C. Dieffen- 
bach, editor of the Christian Register 
of Boston, drew the fire when he 
éharged that Governor A. E. Smith, a 
“devout Roman Catholic,” was “obed- 
lent to the doctrine and law” of that 
church which “nas never relented by 
a Syllable its absolute claims to prim- 
acy over the state.” 

The conclusion of this address saw 
many members of the round table on 
their feet with John Stewart Bryan, 
Richmond publisher, gaining the floor 
to say that he was going to vote for 
“Al Smith to show that this country is 
big enough to meet anything that 
comes down the road.” 

Dr. John H. Latane, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, said Governor Smith's 


defeat in the south would be a 
“triumph of intolerence and = hypo- 
crisy.”’ 

In the only three minutes allotted 


each speaker by reason of the number 
seeking the floor, Dr. A. R. Hatton, of 
Northwestern University, after declar- 
Ing Gov. Smith to be a “political real- 
ist’ said that “there is no denying that 
the American Catholic is put -in an un- 
fortunate position by the announced 
dogma of his church. He said that as 
long as the Catholic Church retained 
the dogma of church over state he did 
not see “how > u could logically blame 
some people for being suspicious.” 

“It is not any fear of the Roman 
Catholic Church—it is my love of Iib- 
erty and I warn you of the encroach- 
ment,” Dr. Dieffenbach said in rising to 
his own defense. “It has been beaten 
in Mexico, In Italy, and in France,” he 
said of the Catholic Church, “so why 
should we not be warned and avoid the 
strife.” 


Voices Personal Admiration. 


Expressing personal admiration 
Gov. Smith and reasserting the ‘“guar- 
antee that every man may worship God 
according to the dictates of his con- 
science,’ Dr. Dieffenbach emphasized 
the belief that “religion is already & 
factor, perhaps, the principal factor 
in the discussion of people througn- 
out the country, ranking and 
perhaps outranking in real importance 
the issue of prohibition, farm rellef, 
ordinary party differences, or any other 
question the press attempts to keep 
foremost.” 

Dr. Victor Rosewater, former editor 
of the Omaha Bee and chairman of 
the Republican national committee In 
1912, opened the forum by tntroducing 
the subject that was up for discus- 
sion, “Resolved, That the new era of 
commercialization of the newspaper ts 
detrimental to its influence and to the 
public interest.” 

Tracing the historical development 
of newspapers in the United States 
Dr. Rosewater showed that through the 
years there has been a growth in ad- 
vertising and tin the importance of 
finances in publishing He said 
“newspapers have become properties 
traded in like other business proper- 
ties ” 

Urges Editors to Be Frank. 


Dr. Dieffenbach was tntroduced as 
editor of a nonsecturian ” religious 
weekly founded in Massachusetts more 
than a century ago Commercialism, 
he said, does not always mean 
prostitution of the press for money. 

“It may include suppression or pub- 
lication motivated by fear of reprisal 
or desire of political advantage,” Dr 
Dieffenbach said, as he urged editors 
to “come out from behind their smoke 
screens and tell the people that this 
country really is a spiritual institu- 
tion with a spiritual destiny.” 

Speaking of religion as a factor, Dr. 
Dieffenbach said: “Gov. Smith Is a sin- 
cere man, and if the issue were left to 
him as an independent soul beyond the 
authority of the church it would not 
be a difficult question for many 
Americans to decide. But the church 
is the real power, and we ought to 
be told that so long as it maintains 
its monarchic theory in religion it 
must not be permitted to carry it 
over aS monarchic jgractice into poll- 
tics. For a monarchist in religion is 
a monarchist in politics. The mind 1s 
one and indivisible.”

Fred Machesney, proprietor of the 
Rockford Airport, returned to the field 
at 7:20, reporting he had accompanied 
the Greater Rockford as far as Clinton, 
Wis. He said he experienced great dil- 
ficulty in trying to keep up with Has- 
sell, and when he last saw the Greater 
Rockford it was speeding northeast 
from Clinton on a direct line for Coch- 
rane. 

Both Hassell and Cramer expressed 
confidence of success as they climbed 
into the Greater Rockford and waved 
good-by. They were not daunted by 
the accident which halted their first 
attempt three weeks ago when their 
plane, heavily loaded for one hop to

MAY SHAPE NAVY PARLEY 


Superior, Wis., Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Ad-

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FARM COMMODITY VALUES. 


While it is not feasible to secure a cross- 
section of industrial society in its entirety, and 
from that static strata to study the devious 
registerings of value estimates and price cor- 
respondences, it is the practice for the agricul- 
tural experts to do this in the case of agricul- 
ture, by comparison with an index figure. 
Yet even in the case of agriculture, many 
factors other than marketing and purchasing 
affect the welfare of the farmer and diminish 
the value of the index figure as a criterion of 
his situation as respects prosperity. 

It is of prime importance to find out whether 
the farmer is farming to his advantage, as 
upon the status of the farms rests fundamen- 
tally the status of other units of the industrial 
organization. 

There should be no confusion of the crea- 
tion of index figures as a gauge of the benefits 
to the farmer of his enterprise, as far as these 
are determined by the market, with the fan- 
tastic proposal of some economists for the sub- 
stitution of a main product—that is, wheat--— 
as a standard of value in the place of the 
precious metals. The agricultural experts who 
have the duty of compiling the tables of farm 
products and farm purchases, with price com- 
parisons, can not adopt wheat as the standard 
of value. | 

An impartial study of the buying power of 
farm products discloses the fact that “prices 
- of products purchased by the farmer are pow 
- nearly on the level with the prices of products 
— gold by the tarmer."” The comparison is made 
by taking a certain quantity of farm produce 

and getting its sales figures and taking a cer- 
tain list of things the farmer has to buy and 
> ‘putting the one figure over against the other. 
Thus, while it may net be reasoned from the 
- showing that the farmer is as well off as be 
was before the war, in the matter of the com- 
‘modity value of what he sells and what he buys 
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he suffers from depreciated land values, which 
is a factor that does not show tn price calcula- 
tions.

Studies already made in Greenland 
have induced many students of aviation to be- 
lieve that Bert Hassell is on the track of a new 
development that will greatly accelerate trans- 
oceanic flight. 

The next stage of the Hassell-Cramer flight 
will to Mount Evans, Greenland, where 
landing facilities have been provided.

TALKING FILMS ABROAD. 


It is already evident that the Westinghouse 
process for radio movies is not to have the 
field to itself. Such a startling expansion of 
the entire movie industry in the wedding of 
motion movie photography and radio science 
could not but quicken the thought of inventors 
the world over. The American announcement 
is followed closely by reports from abroad 
that two “sound film” inventions are now re- 
corded in the British patent office, and that 


in Germany an organization to exploit such 


films has been formed with a capital of 
2,500,000. 
The synchronizing of sight and sound in the 
projection of talking pictures is not yet fully 
successful and doubtless various adaptations of 


the idea will prove of little worth. The time 


for appraisement of one or another process, 


however, has not yet come. it is at present 
noteworthy that, as though the idea had beeu 
“in the air,” it is seen outcropping in the 
patent offices of various countries. The com- 
mercial) advantage of successful’ talking 
movies is so obvious as to spur invention every- 
where, 

It is usually a long step from the laboratory 
stage to the general practical utilization of an 
invention. That step has yet to be made in 
the broadcasting of movies. The two great 
modern innovations, motion pictures and radio, 
have already developed surprising uses and 
adaptations. Who can predict the range of 
their usefulness when they are conjoined?

Work is now be- 
ing carried out along this line in England and 
France, Mitior quantities of sugar have been 
collected from the sun’s rays, but development 
has not yet reached a stage where the opera- 
tion is practical on a large scale, On the other 
hand, wastes from food products, which have 
hitherto been thrown away, are now being 
reclaimed in ever-increasing quantities, 

The developments in this field are, as 
Coffman points out, well nigh limitless, But 
to the question whether science will ever 
reach a point where a “synthetic man” can 
be turned out, the answer, as Dr. Coffman 
says, ‘“‘must be a shake of the head.” Prog- 
ress, no matter how miraculous, must stop 
Short there.

JOHN BUNYAN’S WILL. 


There has just been unearthed in Regina, 
Saskatchewan, a document which, if genuine, 
is of surpassing interest to the literary world. 
It came to light in a box of long forgottcn 
papers which crumbled to the touch. It seems 
to be nothing less than the ltast will and 
testament of the author of ‘‘Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress.’’ 

The will was apparently made in 1685, long 
after John Bunyan had attained fame as the 
chronicler of the Pilgrim. Bunyan was at 
this time one of the leading dissenters in 
Kngland and was in some danger of being 
sent back to Bedford Jail, where years before 
he had composed his great work. The Duke 
of Monmouth had just engaged in his ill- 
starred revolt against James II, and dissenters 
everywhere were under suspicion and were 
being hurried before the terrible Jeffries ut 
his Bloody Assizes. 

Bunyan had taken the precaution to dis- 
guise himself as a carter, and while he lay 
hidden he is supposed to have composed bis 
will. Kverything is left to “my well beloeved 
wife, Elizabeth Bunyan,” who is enjoined tu 
care for the “beloeved little daughter.” “'he 
document is duly witnessed by John Randolph, 
Nicholas Malin, William Hawkes and Lowas 
Norman—stout dissenters all, nu doubt. As 
events fell out, Bunyan escaped prosecution 
and continued to pose as a teamster, address-

He 
believed that Mr. Lincoln had mapped 
out in his own mind just what he 
would do before he took the oath of 
office on March 4, 1861; that nothing 
during the ,whole war was an act of 
inspiration, but of deep thought. Then, 
in his letter, he asked: “When did Mr. 
Lincoln think all this out? We know 
him as a man of jocularity, fond of 
amusing stories, but if we read those 
stories aright behind each one is a 
great thought. Was it when he fol- 
lowed the plow, when he split rails, 
when he floated down the river on a 
flatboat that he solved in his mind 
these great problems of the future?” 
There were in those momentous days 
great statesmen—Chase, Seward, Sum- 
ner and others—who had been leaders 
of the new Republican party. They 
may have foreseen the attempt to de- 
stroy the Union, but noi of them had 
thought out a way to save it. Mr. 
Lincoln alone saw what to do. Seward 
thought it would be only a 90 days’ 
struggle, but Lincoln knew better.

BRITISH SUBMARINE 


Skeletons of Crew That Reds 
Fought in 1919 Are Found 
Aboard; Battle Recalled. 


Leningrad, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—The Brit- 
ish submarine L-55, which Soviet au- 
thorities say was sunk in the Baltic 
in 1919 in an engagement with Rus- 
sian destroyers, was raised today from 
the bottom of Kaporsk Bay. The ves- 
sel was towed to Kronstatt, and when 
opened there revealed the skeletons of 
the crew. 

R. A. Muklevich, commander of the So- 
‘viet fleet, said that the skeletons will 
be buried with appropriate military 
honors unless the British government 
indicates it desires other disposal of 
them. 

“These were our enemies,” he said, 
“but the Red seamen bear them no 
malice, These British sailors died 
while doing their duty.” 

M. Muklevich said that the battle in 
which the L-55 was lost took place on 
June 4, 1919. The submarine was in 
fairly good condition considering her 
long immersion.

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FOUR OF SEAPLANE 
OURVIVORS LANDED 


William Mallon, at St. Peters- 
burg, With Others, Tells 
of Gulf Tragedy. 


C. N. AGETON DROWNED 


St. Petersburg, Fla., Aug. 16 (A.P.).— 
Another drama of the sea and air was 
unfolded here today with the landing 
of four survivors of a Pan-American 
Airways airplane, in which a passen- 
ger lost his life when it was forced by 
near exhaustion of fuel to descend 
last night into the stormy waters of 
the gulf after it had been blown miles 
off its course. 


The plane, which left Havana for 
Key West yesterday afternoon, alight- 
ed some 150 miles southwest of here 
near the tank steamer Ligonier, which 
rescued the crew of three and the re- 
maining passenger. 

Charles N. Ageton, 42, a Flushing 
(Long Island) chemist identified with 
the Florida and Cuban sugar industry, 
was lost, being either killed outright 
by the plane’s smashing impact with 
the water or pitched out of the craft 
and drowned. His body was not re- 
covered, and the sinking plane was 
abandoned. A search for it proved fu- 
tile. 

Brought here by a Coast Guard pa- 
trol boat which was summoned by the 
Ligonier, two of the survivors, William 
Mallon, of Atlantic City, N. J., passen- 
ger, and H. C, Leuteritz, radio operator, 
received hospital treatment for 
injuries. The other two, Robert Fatt. 
pilot, and A. Alfonso, mechanic, were 
unharmed. 

Mallon, who was making his first trip 
in an airplarie, described how the big 
trimotored Fokker ship encountered 
strong headwinds and poor visibility 
shortly after leaving Havana, how the 
pilot continued long after the plane 
was overdue at Key West, to try to 
find land and how finally. with the 
gasoline supply running low, it was 
decided to descend when the Ligonier 
was sighted. 

Holes were cut in the roof of the 
cabin, life belts distributed and then 
the flying craft was guided down to 
the water. , 

“The sea was rough.” Mallon sald. 
“and that made the landing more dif- 
ficult. I know JI was dragged through 
one of the holes itn the roof by the 
radio man after* having been knocked 
out for a few minutes by a blow on 
the back of the head caused by the 
pitching of the plane.” A boat from 
the Ligonier took them aboard within 
a few minutes. 

Mallon attributed the accident to 
lost bearings, saying that the radio op- 
erator had endeavored for some time

Albert Lafrenier, with his wife, their 
two children, Claude, age 2, and Marc, 
1 month old, and a woman friend, set 
out last night on a cruise on Lake 
Nipissing in the Rev. J. D. Dubuc’s 
gasoline launch. The priest was at 
the helm when a mile off shore gaso- 
line on the bottom of the boat ignited.

The body was placed in the hospital's 
chapel wrapped in the Italian flag 
Fascists forme’ a guard of honor The 
body will be taken to Italy Saturday. 


‘Maj. Del Prete, with Capt. Arturo 
Ferrarin hopped off from Montecello 
Field, Rome, on the evening of July 3 
and landed at Touros, 59 miles north 
of Natal, Brazil, early in the morning 
of July 6. They were credited with 
making a nonstop flight of 4,377 miles 
breaking the distance fligh’ record of 
3,909 miles set by Clarence Chamberlin 
and Charles Levine in their flight from 
New York to Germany. 

They were said to have been in the 
air 59 hours, bettering their own dura- 
tion flight record of 58 hours and 34 
minutes set earlier in the year. 

Maj. Del Prete was copilot and as- 
sistant navigator of Commander De 
Pinedo’s plane in. which he flew to 
South and North America. He nar- 
rowly escaped injury in a forced land- 
ing of a United States Navy plane fol- 
lowing the fire which destroyed De 
Pinedo’s plane at Roosevelt Dam, Ari- 
zona. He was being carried as a pas- 
senger to the naval base at San Diego 
at. the time. 

Maj. Del Prete’s right leg was injured 
on August 7, when he and Capt. Fer- 
rarin crashed as they were about to 
make a flight at the Rio Janeiro Avia- 
tion School.
